On Thursday, November 13, 2003, Sergeant Harris, Sergeant Key and Lieutenant Seno of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the City of Lynwood, after being notified of officer involved 
shooting. 


SYNOPSIS 

Deputies Mayberry and Trammell were on duty and assigned to Century Sheriff's Station Gang 
Enforcement Team (G.E.T.), Unit # W521. As they were traveling west on Imperial Highway, 
approaching Hulme Avenue, they observed the suspect’s vehicle was stopped, facing south on the 
southbound side of Hulme Avenue. The deputies observed vehicle code equipment violations and 
that there were two male occupants inside of the vehicle. 


As the deputies attempted to contact the occupants of the vehicle, both males exited their vehicle via 
the passenger’s door and began walking away, north on Hulme Avenue. Suspect # 2 (passenger) 
initially exited the vehicle when the unmarked radio car drove past them. Suspect # 1 (driver, later 
identified as Suspect Alan Hoyos) remained in the vehicle, but exited the vehicle after deputies made 
a U-turn on Imperial Highway. The suspects where approximately 35 yards apart as they continued 
walking north on Hulme Avenue. Deputies Mayberry and Trammell stopped their unit in front of 
the suspect’s vehicle and exited. They ordered the males to stop and after they failed to comply, 
began walking after them. 


Suspect # 2 turned, looked in the direction of the deputies and began running north on Hulme 
Avenue. When Suspect # 1 Hoyos, saw Suspect #2 run, he also started running north on Hulme 
Avenue, then turned west, and ran down the driveway и Avenue. Suspect Hoyos 
attempted to run between the fence and a car that was parked in the driveway. It is believed that he 
collided with the car port upright, which was covered and hidden by ivy. Suspect Hoyos struck the 
support pole, which spun him in a 180-degree turn, facing eastbound, as he fell to the ground. 


Deputy Mayberry ordered Suspect Hoyos to stay on the ground and to show him his hands, as 
Suspect Hoyos’ right hand was still buried beneath him. Suspect Hoyos suddenly hopped to his feet, 
pushing off with his left hand on the grass, and began raising his body upward. Suspect Hoyos’ right- 
hand came from his waistband area and pointed a gun at Deputy Mayberry. 
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Deputy Mayberry thought that Suspect Hoyos was going to shoot him and fired one round at 
Suspect Hoyos, striking him in the chest 


Paramedics were summoned to the location and Suspect Hoyos was subsequently transported to St. 
Francis Hospital, where he was pronounced dead. 


Deputies coordinated a containment of the area with the arrival of additional units, however they 
where unable to locate the second suspect. 


In the Los Angeles County Coroner’s Forensic Science Toxicology Report dated, 
December 18, 2003, case # 2003-08564, it was reported that Alan Hoyos’ blood tested positive for 
amphetamine and methamphetamine. (Refer to Part !! Homicide Book, page # 63). 


On August 5, 2004, The Justice Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s 
Office completed their review of the November 13, 2003 fatal shooting of Alan Hoyos. In their letter 
of opinion, they concluded that Deputy Mayberry acted reasonably and lawfully in self-defense and 
defense of others when he used deadly force against Alan Hoyos.

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SUMMARY OF DEPUTY MAYBERRY’S INTERVIEW 

On Friday, November 14, 2003 at 0235 hours, Sheriff Department Homicide Investigators Sergeant 
Brackpool and Deputy Barron, interviewed Deputy Thomas Mayberry. This interview was conducted 
at the Century Sheriff's Station Interview Room. Below is a synopsis of the recorded interview. For 
a complete content of the interview with Deputy Mayberry, refer to the audio tape which is 
Permanent part of this investigation. 


Deputy Mayberry stated he is currently assigned to the Century Sheriff’s Station-Gang Enforcement 
Team. The primary responsibility of this team is to contact and gather intelligence on gang members 
and to arrest any gang member involved in any criminal activity. 


Deputy Mayberry stated on Thursday, November 13, 2003, he along with his partner, (Deputy 
Trammell), were assigned to Unit W521 , which is a gang suppression unit, concentrating on the 
reporting districts in the south end of Century Sheriff’s Station. Deputy Mayberry stated they were 
briefed and had prior knowledge that the “Southside Lynwood Gang,” previously had been involved 
in incidents involving assaults with deadly weapons, shootings with rival gangs, etc. 


Deputy Mayberry stated on Thursday, November 13, 2003 at about 9:30 P.M., he and his partner, 
(Deputy Trammell) were traveling westbound on Imperial Highway, patrolling the Lynwood area. 
Deputy Mayberry indicated he was driving and Deputy Trammell was seated in the right-front 
passenger seat. 


Deputy Mayberry said he saw the suspect vehicle as they approached Hulme Avenue. The vehicle 
was in the middle of the lane, facing southbound, stopped at the stop sign at Hulme Avenue and 
Imperial Highway, possibly waiting to make a left or right turn, however, the vehicle was not in 
position for a right-hand turn. Deputy Mayberry stated it appeared to him that two individuals were 
inside the vehicle and he noticed the passenger was a young male Hispanic with a shaved head, 
which is a very common style for gang members to style their hair in the Southside Lynwood Gang. 


Deputy Mayberry stated the passenger, (Suspect #2), suddenly exited the suspect vehicle via 

the passenger’s door and began walking northbound on the west sidewalk of Hulme Avenue. 
Deputy Mayberry then made a U-turn from westbound Imperial Highway to eastbound Imperial 
Highway and proceeded eastbound, then stopped upon entering northbound Hulme Avenue. 


Deputy Mayberry indicated the front end of his vehicle was facing the front end of the suspect 
vehicle. Deputy Mayberry said he was forced to stop his vehicle at that point because, the driver of 
the suspect vehicle, (later identified as Suspect Hoyos), suddenly began climbing over to the right- 
front passenger’s side and exited the suspect vehicle via the passengers’ door. 


Deputy Mayberry indicated once Suspect Hoyos had exited the suspect vehicle, he began walking 


northbound on the west sidewalk of Hulme Avenue, approximately 30 yards behind Suspect # 2, at 
this point, both suspects had abandoned their vehicle for an unknown reason. 
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Deputy Mayberry stated that as Suspect # 2 was walking northbound, his hands were beside his body 
and he was walking with his arms swinging to his sides, both hands were in plain view. Deputy 
Mayberry said at one point Suspect # 2, turned in their direction, saw both deputies and immediately 
began running northbound on Hulme Avenue. 


Deputy Mayberry stated as soon as Suspect # 2 began running, Suspect Hoyos also looked in their 
direction and immediately began running northbound on Hulme Avenue. Deputy Mayberry said he 
could see Suspect Hoyos’ left hand, however, he was unable to see his right hand. 


It appeared Suspect Hoyos had his right hand tucked in front of his body, either underneath his dark 
color baggie sweatshirt or waistband area. 


Deputy Mayberry said that in the mannerism in which Suspect Hoyos was acting, it appeared to him 
that Suspect Hoyos was holding on to something he did not want to accidently drop or was holding 
on to something that he did not want the deputies to see. 


Deputy Mayberry stated both suspects were running. He said Suspect # 2 was approximately 50 
yards north of them and Suspect Hoyos was about 15 yards north of them. Deputy Mayberry said 
he and his partner, (Deputy Trammell) began running, more like a jog, than a run, after the suspects. 
As they were doing so, they were communicating with each other, confirming their location and that 
the Suspect was holding something in his right hand. 


Deputy Mayberry stated that as Suspect Hoyos was running, he kept his right hand “buried” in his 
sweatshirt and/or waistband area and refused to comply with his requests to stop and show him his 
hands. Suspect Hoyos continued running and the entire time he was running, his left hand was 
swinging forward and backward and Deputy Mayberry was unable to see Suspect Hoyos’ right hand. 


Deputy Mayberry said Suspect Hoyos continued running northbound on Hulme Avenue, which is 
a residential area, and he was about 15 yards behind Suspect Hoyos. As they’re running, Suspect 
Hoyos suddenly turned left, (westbound) onto a driveway, located а! ulme Avenue.

Deputy Mayberry stated there was a vehicle parked in the driveway and provided a brief description 
of the location. He stated the length of the driveway was approximately twenty feet. There was a 
patio cover coming across the driveway, which was mostly covered by green ivy. North of the parked 
vehicle was a patch of grass, which ran parallel to the driveway and just north was a four-foot high 
chain link fence, which separated the north property line. 


Deputy Mayberry stated that when Suspect Hoyos turned left onto this driveway, he was running 
westbound between the parked car in the driveway and the chain link fence. 
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Suspect Hoyos then ran into one of the patio support beams, which was also covered with greenery 
and caused Suspect Hoyos to verbalize something, sounding like a loud moaning noise. Deputy 
Mayberry said it sounded like Suspect Hoyos had struck the support pole fairly hard, which spun him 
in a 180-degree turn, now facing eastbound and fell to the ground. Deputy Mayberry said he lost 
sight of Suspect Hoyos for a moment, due to the parked vehicle in the driveway blocking his view. 


Deputy Mayberry stated he then turned the corner and ordered Suspect Hoyos to stay on the ground 
and to show him his hands, as Suspect Hoyos’ right hand was still buried beneath him. 


Deputy Mayberry said at this point, Suspect Hoyos suddenly hopped to his feet, pushing off with his 
left hand on the grass, which almost brought him to a three-point stance, and began raising his body 
upward. Suspect Hoyos’ right-hand came from his waistband area and pointed a gun at Deputy 
Mayberry, at this time, they were both positioned facing each other, approximately seven to ten feet 
away. 


Deputy Mayberry said he thought Suspect Hoyos was going to shoot him and fearing for his life and 
the life of his partner, (Deputy Trammell), he fired one round at Suspect Hoyos, then immediately 
moved to his left in an attempt to take cover by the parked vehicle in the driveway. Deputy Mayberry 
said he lost sight of the suspect for a brief moment or possibly a second. At this time, Deputy 
Mayberry and his partner, who was next to him took cover behind the parked vehicle. 


Deputy Mayberry stated he again gained a visual of Suspect Hoyos and noticed he was bent over, 
his knees were slightly bent and his hands were to his sides. Deputy Mayberry said he was able to 
see both hands and noticed Suspect Hoyos was wearing black cloth gloves on both hands. 


Deputy Mayberry said he ordered Suspect Hoyos several times to get on the ground and to keep his 
ands where he could see them. Deputy Mayberry said it appeared that Suspect Hoyos was wounded 
and eventually fell to his hands and knees and layed face down on the grass with both hands 
underneath his body. Deputy Mayberry asked Suspect Hoyos, “where’s your gun?” Suspect Hoyos 
replied, “I don’t have a gun.” Deputy Mayberry said he again ordered Suspect Hoyos to remove his 
ands from underneath himself and to show him his hands. At this time, Suspect Hoyos replied, 
“Why did you shoot me? The above conversation was in English. 


Deputy Mayberry said Suspect Hoyos removed his right-hand from underneath himself and his left- 
hand remained underneath his body. Deputy Mayberry said he did not see Suspect Hoyos throw the 
gun in any direction. 


Deputy Mayberry said all during this time, Deputy Trammell was in radio communication with 
Century Sheriff s Station. 


Deputy Mayberry stated he and his partner continued yelling at Suspect Hoyos, ordering him to show 
them his hands. 
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At this time, Suspect Hoyos appeared to be losing strength and Deputy Mayberry said he felt safe 
and approached the suspect and pulled the suspect’s left hand from underneath his body and the 
suspect remained in that position pending the arrival of assisting units. 


Deputy Mayberry stated assisting units arrived and after searching the suspect, the paramedic units 
arrived and rendered medical treatment to Suspect Hoyos. 


Deputy Mayberry stated Deputy Trammell continued transmitting radio traffic in an attempt to set 
up a containment area for Suspect # 2. 


Deputy Mayberry indicated the normal load for his weapon is (15) rounds in his magazine and (1) 


round in the chamber. Deputy Mayberry stated he fired one round at the suspect. The interview with 
Deputy Mayberry ended at 0320 hours. 


SUMMARY OF DEPUTY TRAMMELL’S INTERVIEW 


On Friday, November 14, 2003 at 0130 hours, Sheriff Department Homicide Investigators Sergeant 
Brackpool and Deputy Barron, interviewed Deputy Steven Trammell. This interview was conducted 
at the Century Sheriff s Station Interview Room. Below is a synopsis of the recorded interview. For 
a complete content of the interview with Deputy Trammell, refer to the audio tape which is 
permanent part of this investigation. 


Deputy Trammel stated he has been a Deputy Sheriff for fourteen years. He is currently assigned to 
the Gang Enforcement Team, which is part of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Safe 
Streets Bureau. He has been assigned to this unit since November 2002. The Gang Enforcement 
Team is primarily a gang suppression and intelligence unit. Deputy Trammell stated they are 
responsible for contacting gang members, conduct field interviews and arrest any gang member 
involved in any criminal activity. 


Deputy Trammell stated on Thursday, November 13, 2003, he and his partner, (Deputy Mayberry) 
began their shift К OS and were assigned Unit W521, patrolling the City of Lynwood. 
Deputy Trammell said he was driving and Deputy Mayberry was the “Bookman,” seated in the right- 
front passenger seat of their vehicle. 


Deputy Trammell said he and Deputy Mayberry had previous knowledge that the “Palm & Oak” 
Gang and the “Southside Lynwood” Gang have been active. They also had prior information 
regarding a prior homicide which occurred on Halloween night, (10/31/03), involving the “Southside 
Lynwood” Gang. This gang had also been involved in subsequent assault with some deadly weapon 
incidents, which had been done in retaliation going back and forth with the victim gang. Due to the 
increase in gang activities, they were focusing their attention on those specific areas. 
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Deputy Trammell stated they were patrolling this area in an unmarked unit, described as a grey, 2001 
Crown Victoria. This vehicle is equipped with a forward facing red light in the windshield and has 
the amber & blue lights located in the left-rear window. 


Deputy Trammell stated on Thursday, November 13, 2003, he and his partner, (Deputy Mayberry), 
were traveling westbound on Imperial Boulevard from Atlantic Boulevard. As they approached 
Hulme Avenue, he, (Deputy Trammell), saw a vehicle parked in the middle of Hulme Avenue with 
the front passenger’s door open. This vehicle appeared to be over the limit line and Deputy Trammell 
also noticed that the right-front head light was inoperable and the vehicle did not have a front license 
plate. Deputy Trammell indicated that Imperial Highway and Hulme Avenue were well illuminated 
by an average number of streetlights. 


Deputy Trammell stated that as they approached the suspect vehicle, (described as a blue, 1994 
Pontiac Bonneville, 4-Door, California License ванна he saw the right-front passenger, 
(Suspect # 2), exit the vehicle and walked in a “nonchalant” manner toward the west sidewalk of 
Hulme Avenue. Upon reaching the northwest corner of Hulme Avenue and Imperial Highway, 
Suspect # 2 just stood there motionless. 


Deputy Trammell stated they drove by the suspect vehicle, as they did so, he saw someone seated 
in the driver’s seat, however was unable to identify who was seated in the driver’s seat. Deputy 
Trammell explained that he initially thought that these two individuals had been involved in possibly 
a boyfriend-girlfriend dispute or this was possibly a domestic violence situation. Deputy Trammell 
said they continued driving and the suspect vehicle remained in the same position with the right-front 
passenger’s door open and Suspect # 2 remained standing in the sidewalk. 


Deputy Trammell said he then made a U-turn and as they started to complete their U-turn, onto 
eastbound Imperial Highway, Suspect # 2 began walking northbound on the west side of Hulme 
Avenue. Deputy Trammell stated they completed their U-turn and proceeded northbound on Hulme 
Avenue toward the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Trammell stated as they approached the suspect vehicle, Deputy Mayberry positioned his 
spotlight on the driver’s side of the suspect vehicle, which illuminated the interior of the suspect 
vehicle and at this point, Deputy Trammell said he was able to see a male Hispanic, (later identified 
as Suspect Hoyos), seated in the driver’s seat. Deputy Trammell indicated that as soon as the suspect 
vehicle was illuminated, Suspect Hoyos then began to crawl across from the driver’s seat onto the 
right-front passenger’s seat, then exited the suspect vehicle. Deputy Trammell indicated at this point, 
their unmarked patrol vehicle was positioned facing northbound, just south and east of the suspect 
vehicle. 


Deputy Trammell stated the driver, (Suspect Hoyos) then exited the passenger’s side of the suspect 
vehicle and began walking toward the west sidewalk of Hulme Avenue. At this time, Deputy 
Trammell said both he and his partner began yelling at Suspect Hoyos to “stop,” however, he 
continued walking. 
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Deputy Trammell stated he and his partner exited their vehicle and began walking toward both 
suspects, again ordering both to stop. Deputy Trammell expressed his concern as both males had 
abandoned their vehicle in the middle of the intersection and were refusing to stop. 


Deputy Trammell stated he immediately looked at the street sign to ensure his location and continued 
walking northbound on the west sidewalk of Hulme Avenue. Deputy Trammell said he saw Suspect 
# 2 who was approximately 25 yards in front of Suspect Hoyos, began to run northbound on Hulme 
Avenue. 


Deputy Trammell indicated almost simultaneously, Suspect Hoyos also began running northbound 
on Hulme Avenue. At this point, Deputy Trammell believed these suspects had possibly stolen a car, 
due to the manner in which they had abandoned their vehicle upon contact with deputies. At this 
point, Deputy Mayberry then went over to the sidewalk and he, (Deputy Trammell), stayed directly 
adjacent to Deputy Mayberry in the street and they ran northbound behind Suspect Hoyos. 


Deputy Trammell stated they continued chasing the suspects northbound on Hulme Avenue, as they 
did so, Deputy Mayberry told him, “I can’t see his right-hand, I can’t see his right-hand.” Deputy 
Trammell confirmed that he was also unable to see Suspect Hoyos's right-hand. 


Deputy Trammell said that about ten_seconds later, Suspect Hoyos suddenly made a left-turn, 
(westbound) onto a driveway located К Шш Avenue or in that proximity. Deputy Trammell 
indicated this area was illuminated by a porch light located on the driveway south of the driveway, 
in addition to some ambient lighting. 


Deputy Trammell stated as Suspect Hoyos entered the driveway, he ran in between a parked car, and 
a fence which bordered the north property line. Deputy Trammell said Suspect Hoyos ran toward 
what appeared to be a fence or gate located in front of the parked car, which separated the driveway 
from the backyard. Deputy Trammell said as Suspect Hoyos ran toward this location, he heard a loud 
“thud” noise, followed by the suspect making groaning noises, which appeared to Deputy Trammell 
thought the suspect had possibly ran into something. 


Deputy Trammell said at this point Deputy Mayberry was now positioned in the driveway and he, 
(Deputy Trammell) was positioned just south of Deputy Mayberry to his left. Deputy Trammell said 
from his position, he was unable to see Suspect Hoyos’ hands. 


Deputy Trammell stated he then heard Deputy Mayberry yelling, “let me see your hands, get on the 
ground, stay on the ground!” Deputy Trammell said that he thought Suspect Hoyos was mobile and 
was moving. Deputy Trammell said he began watching the left side of the parked car in the event 
Suspect Hoyos might crawl around to the front side of this parked vehicle. 


Deputy Trammell said he heard again Deputy Mayberry yelling, “let me see your hands” then heard 
a gunshot. Deputy Trammell said he turned back toward Deputy Mayberry, who at this time had 
taken cover behind the parked car. Deputy Trammell said they both took cover behind the parked 
car and he was still unable to see the suspect. 
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Deputy Trammell said the moved together to the south, at which time, they were able to see Suspect 
Hoyos, who was having difficulty standing and appeared to have been shot. Deputy Trammell said 
they ordered Suspect Hoyos to “get down on the ground.” Suspect Hoyos stood for a second, looked 
at them and stated, “why did you shoot me?” then went down on the ground and as he did so, he had 
his hands in his waist area. 


Deputy Trammell said at this point, they felt the suspect was still alive and they continued ordering 
him to expose his hands. Deputy Trammell indicated he was also in communication with Century 
Sheriffs Station, advising of the situation and began setting up a containment for Suspect # 2, who 
had fled northbound on Hulme Avenue. 


Deputy Trammell said he told Deputy Mayberry that he had requested assistance and a containment 
had been set. Deputy Trammell said Deputy Mayberry looked at him and stated, “Steve, he had a 
gun, I had to shoot him, he was going to shoot me, I had to shoot him, he did not give me any 
choice.” Deputy Trammell said he reassured him and they both waited for assisting and paramedic 
units to arrive. 


Deputy Trammell said as assisting units arrived, Deputy Mayberry pulled one of the suspect’s arms 
out from underneath his body. Paramedics attended Suspect Hoyos and he was subsequently 
transported to St. Francis Hospital, where he was pronounced dead. 


Deputy Trammell stated he did not fire his weapon and he along with Deputy Mayberry were 
subsequently transported to Century Sheriffs Station waiting the arrival of Homicide Investigators. 


The interview with Deputy Trammell ended at 0201 hours. 


ON SCENE OBSERVATION: 

The Smith & Wessen revolver that Suspect Hoyos pointed at Deputy Mayberry, was recovered from 
the north yard о... Avenue which is the residence next . с Avenue. The 
weapon was retrieved from the area that is immediately adjacent to where Suspect Hoyos fell to the 
ground. (Refer to Exhibit A # 7, # 8 and #11. 


On 11-14-03, at 1230 hours, Sheriff Department Investigator DenDekker responded to South East 
Tow Yard at 428 East Pine Street, Compton. While conducting an inventory of Hoyos’ vehicle, he 
found a spent 7.65mm shell casing on the front passenger side floor board of the vehicle. The shell 
casing was subsequently transported and booked into the Evidence Control Room of the Scientific 
Services Bureau under receipt # J270904.

Dear Captain Peavy: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s 
Office has completed its review of the November 13, 2003 fatal shooting of Alan Hoyos 
by Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputy Thomas Mayberry. We have concluded that the 
deputy acted lawfully in self-defense and in the defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department submitted to this office by Investigator Margarita Barron and 
Sergeant Chris Brackpool on March 30, 2004. Additionally, the District Attorney 
Command Center was notified of the shooting at approximately 10:10 p.m. on November 
13, 2003. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attorney 
Edward Miller and District Attorney Senior A +: to 
the scene. We were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a 


“walk-through” of the scene. Compelled statements were not considered as part of this 
analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On November 13, 2003 at approximately 9:27 p.m., Deputies Thomas Mayberry and 
Steven Trammel were on patrol in an unmarked gray Crown Victoria, equipped with a 
forward facing red light in the windshield and amber and blue lights in the left-rear 
window. Mayberry was the driver. Both deputies were assigned to the Gang 
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Enforcement Team and wore green vests with the word “Sheriff” in large print on the 
front and back, along with badge patches on the chest and shoulders. 


The deputies were traveling westbound on Imperial Highway approaching the 
intersection of Hulme Avenue, in the city of Lynwood. They saw a car occupied by Alan 
Hoyos in the driver’s seat and an unidentified passenger (hereafter, “the passenger”) in 
the front passenger seat stopped at a stop sign in the southbound lane on Hulme Avenue. 
The car appeared to be over the limit-line, had an inoperable headlight and did not have a 
front license plate. As the deputies continued to approach the intersection, the passenger 
got out of the car, left the door open and walked in a nonchalant manner to the northwest 
corner of the intersection. On reaching the corner, the passenger stood there motionless. 


The deputies drove by, then made a u-turn. As they turned, the passenger began walking 
northbound on Hulme Avenue. As the deputies approached Hoyos’ car, turning onto 
Hulme Avenue, Deputy Mayberry put his spotlight on the driver’s side. At this point, 
Hoyos crawled over to the front passenger seat and exited the car through the passenger 
door. 


Hoyos then began walking down Hulme Avenue, approximately thirty yards behind the 
passenger. Both deputies yelled at Hoyos to stop, but he continued walking. The 
deputies exited their car and began walking toward Hoyos and the passenger, ordering 
both to stop. The passenger subsequently looked back toward the deputies, then began 
running away down Hulme Avenue. When the passenger began running, Hoyos also 
looked back towards the deputies, then fled in the same direction as the passenger. 


The deputies began chasing Hoyos and the passenger on foot. Hoyos was about fifteen 
yards away from them and the passenger was about thirty-five yards ahead of Hoyos. 
Hoyos had his right hand tucked in front of his body in the waistband area and ignored 
commands to stop and show his hands. 


Hoyos ran left into a driveway located "т ШО Avenue. He ran past a parked car 
and into a support beam for a carport, which he struck with a substantial impact. Hoyos 
apparently did not see the beam due to darkness and because it was covered with ivy. 
Hoyos let out a loud moan and fell to the ground. 


Deputy Mayberry entered the driveway and ordered Hoyos to stay on the ground and to 
show his hands, because his right hand was underneath his body. Deputy Mayberry 
stated that at this point, Hoyos suddenly hopped to his feet and began raising his body 
upward. Hoyos’ right hand came from his waistband area and pointed a handgun at 
Deputy Mayberry. Hoyos and Mayberry were facing each other, approximately seven to 
ten feet apart. Fearing for his life and that of his partner, Mayberry fired one round at 
Hoyos. Both deputies then took cover behind the car parked in the driveway and briefly 
lost sight of Hoyos. 


Deputy Trammell had been standing to the left of Deputy Mayberry before he fired and 
was unable to see Hoyos’ hands. Trammell said he began watching the left side of the 
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car parked in the driveway in case Hoyos crawled around the car. For this reason, he 
heard, but did not see Mayberry fire at Hoyos. 


Both deputies subsequently moved toward Hoyos. Hoyos was standing hunched over 
with his hands to his sides. The deputies ordered Hoyos to get on the ground. Hoyos 
eventually fell to his hands and knees, then lay face down on the ground with both hands 
underneath his body. Mayberry asked Hoyos, “Where's your gun?” Hoyos replied, “I 
don’t have a gun.” Mayberry again ordered Hoyos to show his hands. Hoyos answered, 
“Why did you shoot me?” Hoyos removed his right hand from underneath his body and 
Deputy Mayberry subsequently pulled out his left hand. Hoyos, however, was no longer 
in possession of his gun. Nor did either of the deputies see him dispose of the gun. 


Paramedics were called and Hoyos was transported to St. Francis Medical Center. He 
was pronounced dead at 9:56 p.m. by Dr. Little. Hoyos sustained a gunshot wound to the 
chest. A toxicology report indicated the presence of methamphetamine in his blood. 
Hoyos was a Southside Lynwood gang member. 


Deputy Ronald Daily found Hoyos’ handgun in the front yard of the residence 
immediately north of the driveway where Hoyos was shot. It was loaded with six rounds. 


Deputies set up a containment of the area and searched for the passenger. The passenger, 
however, was not found. 


CONCLUSION 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if 
it reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of 
others that he actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger 
of great bodily injury or death. People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal.App. 3d 731. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. 
California Jury Instructions—Criminal 5.30, 5.32. 


When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law 
does not weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be 
justified in killing because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. 
People v. Collins (1961) 189 Cal. App. 2d 575. 


In this case, Deputy Mayberry was justified in his use of deadly force. Clearly, Mayberry 
was in mortal danger when Ноусѕ pointed his gun at him. Moreover, decisive action by 
Mayberry was necessary to protect the life of his partner, Deputy Trammell. Obviously, 
Trammel’s vulnerability to attack, while he was watching the other side of the car parked 
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in the driveway, would have substantially increased, had Hoyos succeeded in shooting 
Mayberry. 


We conclude that Deputy Mayberry acted reasonably and lawfully in self-defense and in 
defense of others when he used deadly force against Alan Hoyos. We are therefore 
closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
